The night hath a thousand eyes, 
a nasturtium le a f has more. 
Flolding 
up his hand in front of a desert shrub 
an experimenter has taken a micro 
photograph showing half a dozen dis 
tinct images of his fingers formed by 
the eyes of the plant. 
Many common 
garden and wild flowers—the nastur­ 
tium, Itegouia, clover, wood sorrel and 
bluebell 
among others—possess eyes 
situated on their leaves. They are mi­ 
nute protuberances filled with a tram 
parent gummy matter which focus*•; 
the rays of light on to a sensitive paten 
of tissue at the back of it in a similar 
manner to that in which tile eyes of an 
animul do their work. 
A common na 
turtium plant lias thousands of such 
eyelets on its leaves, forming thou 
sands of minute images of the object 
around them. But, though a plant ma . 
have eyes, it does not follow that it 
sees. 
It is not yet known if the sense 
Impressions are telegraphed to some 
central nerve exchange corresponding 
to the brain of the animal. In addition 
to these light sense organs many plants
